After the Court had fate about rwo hours, four Petitions we! 
humbly offered to'rhe ot Ohe le Judges and Juſtices of the Peac;, 


ficting upon Commiſſion of Oyer and Terminer,and of Goal-delivery 
Fe. vis. That of the Right Honourable the Earl of Shaftsbury, tha 
of my. Lord Howard, Barron of Eſcreek, that of Mr. Wilwoze, and the 
of Mt. Whittaker, all remaining 'Priſoners in the Tower, as charge 
with: High-Treaſou : * Theit Prayets by their [Petitions ( which cl. 
Court ordered to be read) were, that being they had been Commirte: 
Prifoners for High-Treaſon, and there continued a confiderable tin: 
without any proſccution, that they might be brought by Habeas Corpus, 
- and proceeded againſt, or Bail'd, according to the Ad made and'pro 
vided, fot the ſechring the' Liberty of the SubjefF, to which my/Lord Chi: 
Juſtice returned antwer, That it was the Opinion of all the Judges,it coul. 
not be done, the Tower of London mot being within the 7uriſdittion of tha 
Court,bus thatzhey mu#t referr themſelves to the High-Courts at Weſtmin- 
ter, as the Kings-Bench &c. and there, if no Proſecution wat mude, they 
migh, be. rekerwved by Baily or words,to that effe&t: } i 
7ohn Martyn a French Merchant was Tryed for killing one Monſicur 
Rainbyw, in the Pariſh of S.Martizs in the Fields, en the 22 of Auguſt 
laſt ; they having been formerly Dealers rogether, and Drinking art 
a Taycrn, fell rg high-Wordg, which occaſioned Blows, and finally 
the Drawing of their Swords, when making ſeveral m the Pri- 
foner wounded Rainbow in the Belly ſo morrally that he fell.; ſaying, 
He had his Deaths Wound ; at which the Priſoner ſeemed to rejoyce ;

George Toms was try'd for flealing a ſilver Watch Arvg.22. from W. 
Yong, of S. Le:1irds - ofer, the which was afterwards Nop'd ata Bro. 
kers in Hoſicr 1-::c. But upon hearing the Evidence, it prov'd That 
another whor. ie pretended fent him to pawn the ſame, own'd it at 
the Brokers i!..p, when he ſtaid it ;- whereupon the Priſoner was ac- 
quirted, the other party having made his Eſcape. 

Clifford Glaſinm was tryed for rhe Murder of Fohn Turk, the Cir- 
cumſlances according to Evidence were theſe: "The Priſoner keeping 
a Cooks-Shop near Clarken-Wejl-Green , receiving ſome ſmall At- 
front from the Deceaſed, who carne into his Fiouſe, he endeavour'd 
ro geta Conſtable rv apprehend him, and thereupon following him, 
as he pretended, to ſeture him, and the Deccafed infiſ.ing to be gon, 
the Priſoner fell upon him, and, by throwing him down, broke his 
Leg ſhort off, and not content With that, continued bearing him for 
ſome time after : of which beating, and by reaſon ot the Gangreen- 
ing of his leg in Eizhr dayes time be dyed :* yer the Jury acquitred 
the Priſoner to the no ſmall Wonder of the Court. 

Willam Wats was Tryed for a Tellony and Burglary committed in 
rhe Parith of $r-pay, in July laſt, on the Rouſe of drew Greſcom, and - 
taking thence ſeycral Goods to the value of 46 ſhilli gs, which upon 
purſuit were found dropped in a Courr before rhe Houſe, bur he 
Fleading that he came to look for a Boat (the Yard facing the wa- 
ter-ſide and thar he never was'if the Houſe, the Witneſs nor being 
able to: prove the contrary, he was acquitred. 

Loyalus Ander ſr, 4.139, Munſon, one of che chree grails that have 
lain ſo long unter Conviction wn Newgate, having cbrained his Maje- 
ſtiey Graci. us Pargog, but with condition to'depart the'Land in t 
days, Pleaded the {ame upon his Knees, . antd has it allowed ; bur be- 
jog called upon togive Gloves as is uſual.jn ſuch Caſes, ,he.Pleaded 
Poverty, but notwickitanving was net diſcharged qur of Cuſtody, 
till he had given ſecurity co have, the ſame performed. Ty 

William Hetherington having been Bailed out of Newgate, made his 
Pray:.r, That ſecing no Proſecurzoh was made 1gainſt him, he might 
be ful'y Diſcharged, . which was done by Proclamation. 

Peter Drew teceived his Tryat, for that he'in the Pariſh of mhijte- 
Chappel Sole two. Kettles and ſeveral other things, being che Goods of 
Henry Grackpit,. for which he,was found Guilty co the value of Ten-
